A  PIECE  OF  NORTHERN  AS- 
SURANCE. 

We  the  iitidersignetl,  think  it  is  quite  time 
attention  should  be  called  to  the  methods 
adopted  by  certain  foreign  Fire  Insurance 
Companies  In  dealing  with  their  clients  itr 
Brazil.  A  contract  of  insurance  is  generally 
understood  to  be  two  sided  ;  involving  the 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  policy  holder  of 
paying  his  premiums  with  regularity,  and  on 
that  of  the  Company,  of  examining,  passing 
and  settling  claims  "with  the  utmost  possible 
despatch. 

That  these  are  not  the  lines  on  which  the 
Northern  Assurance  Company,  for  example, 
carries  on  its  business  in  this  town  we  shall 
proceed  to  give  immediate  proof. 

No  doubt  there  are  many  others  who  can  do 
the  same  ;  and  we  venture  to  observe,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  above  named  Company  that  to 
delude  people  into  paying  their  premiums  on 
an  understanding',  the  execution  of  which, 
when  the  proper  time  arrives,  is  Systematical! v 
evaded,  amounts  pratically  to  the  crime  of 
obtaining  money  by  false  pretenses.  The  law 
in  England  would  make  very  short  work  of 
this  Company  and  its  evasions  ;  and  the  object 
of  the  present  letter  is  to  bring  into  notice  the 
manner  in  which, the  said  Company,  for  its 
own  advantage  and  to  the  prejudice  of  its 
policy  holders  abuses  the  greater  lenity  of  the 
laws  in  Brazil,  evading  or  contesting  payment 
of  just  claims,  even  after  the  Brazilian  judges 
have  declared  them  to  be  valid,  in  the  lower 
courts. 

The  Northern  Assurance  Company  includes 
among  its  policy  holders  a  large  number  of 
Brazilians,  and  we  would  remind  these  con- 
fiding clients  that  this  n Assurance-"  Company 
has  nut  a  «vmtein»  of  capital  deposited  ker'e 
beyond  the  ridiculous  profumm  deposit  of 
twenty  cantos  0/ /as  (£630).  and  that  it  is 
therefore  a  law  unto  itself  in  all  which  con- 
cerns its  dealings  with  them.  Should  its 
directors  decide  some  fine  day  that  it  would 
pay  them  lietter  to  close  their  office  here  and 
repudiate  their  liabilities,  what  is  to  hinder 
them  so  doing  ?     Why  nothing  whatever  ! 

If  it  he  answered,  however, that  the  standing 
and  importance  of  this  precious  Company 
should  be  accepted  as  a  sufficient  guarantee 
agaiust  such  a  danger,  then  we  answer  that 
the  danger  is  real,  and  the  guarantee  sen- 
timental ! 

We  say,  moreover,  that  the  standing  and 
importance  of  the  Companies,  whatever  they 
11iiiy.be.  in  England,  are  things  of  naught  in 
Brazil,  inasmuch  as  they  have  conspicuously 
an.l  continually  failed  to  secure  the  settlement 
of  just  claims,  unless  after  damaging  delays 
and  vexatious  litigation. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  cases  cited  below, 
holders  of  policies  had,  and  will  have  the  taw 
and  not  the  Company  to  thank,  i*  their  claims 
were  or  are  eventually  recognised  ;  and  in- 
surers, actual  and  potential,  will  not  fail  to 
take  note  in  connection  with  what  we  have 
said  as  to  the  non-existence  of  a  deposit,  that 
although  the  law  could,  and  did  declare  the 
claims  to  be  just,  it  is  powerless  to  enforce  or 
hasten  payment,  which  will  only  take  place 
if  the  Company  thinks  it  has  more  to  lose  by 
repudiating  than  by  cashing' up. 

There  is  no  evidence,  presumptive  or  po- 
sitive, that  the  justice  or  even  the  legality  of 
the  claims  enter  into  their  deliberations,  or 
exercise  any  influence  whatever  on  their 
decision.  We  are  well  aware  that  mere  de- 
nunciation of  the  levity  and  insincerity  of 
their  dealings  will  produce  but  little  effect 
on  their  conduct.  But  for  this  reason  the  case 
is  one  which  calls  loudly  for  Government 
interference.  Policy  holders  should  call  on 
the  Government  to  protect  their  interests, 
insisting  on  a  substantial  deposit  as  guarantee, 
such  as  was  exacted,  on  a  Jar  slighter  pro- 
vocation from  certain  American  Life  Insurance 
Companies. 

Brazilian  Fire  insurance  companies  too, 
should  force  home  this  point,  why  should 
foreign  Companies  be  allowed  to  spoil  till' 
business?  some'  may  say  that  the  National 
Companies  merit  no  confidence,  but  we  ask, 
do  the  foreign  ? 

How-  do  we  know  but  that,  instead  of  isolat- 
ed fires,  we  may  some  day  witness  a  grand 
conflagration — such  as  has  occurred  time  and 
again  111  other  countries  —  involving  the  loss 
of  enormous  sums  of  money  ?  In  such  a  case 
it  might  or  might  not  suit  the  foreign  In- 
surance Companies  to  pay  ;  and  then  Brazilian 
insurers,  whose  prop -rty  had  suffered,  would 
probably  find  a  swingeing  deposit  in  the 
Treasury  a  much  safer  guarantee  than  any 
sentimental  reliance,  on  the  integrity  of  a 
Company,  now  notorious  for  the  cynical 
assurance  with  which  it  habitually  evades  and 
disputes  its  engagements.  Who  is  th°  agent 
for  this  Company  \  F*.  de  V .  Silva  Pereira  or 
George  Ennor,  Why  can't  the  last  cited  ne- 
gociate  in  his  own  name  ?! ! !

Tin;  investigations  of  the  National 
Association  of  Manufacturers,  says  Mr. 
Search,  president  of  that  association, 
seem  to  make  it  clear  that  an  immediate 
increase  in  the  exports  from  the  United 
States  to  South  America  can  be 
effected,  if  American  merchants  and 
manufacturers  will  cultivate  trade  in 
South  American  countries  as  they  do  at 
home.  There  are  no  conditions  in 
South  American  trade,  he  asserts,  which 
the  manufacturers  and  merchants  of 
the  United  States  cannot  successfully 
I  meet,  if  they  will  undertake  to  enter 
I  these  markets  by  practical  business 
;  methods  and  with  due  regard  to  the 
;  local  trade  requirements.  It  is  conse- 
quently his  opinion  that  the  most  im- 
portant of  all  the  reasons  for  the  limited 
sale  of  American  goods  in  South  Amer- 
ica is  the  lack  of  practical  effort  to 
develop  this  trade- 

The  opinion  of  Mr.  Harper,  secretary 
j  of  the  commission  which  last  year  visited 
J  Brazil,  is  substantially  the  same.  If 
Americans,  he  says,  will  resort  to  plain 
and  common-sense  business  methods, 
risking  their  money,  as  every  one  who 
engages  in  business  has  to  do,  and 
working  earnestly  and  steadily  for  the 
object  in  view,  then  will  their  commerce 
with  South  America  speedily  become 
one  of  the  most  important  features  of 
the  general  trade  of  the  United  States. 
It  is  frequently  alleged  that  the  rela- 
tively high  wages  paid  in  the  United 
States  prevent  the  manufacturers  of  that 
country  from  competing  with  those  of 
Europe  in  the  markets  of  the  world. 
Those  who  argue  thus,  however, 
evidently  fail  to  consider  that  wages 
are  not  the  sole  factor  of  the  cost  of 
production  or  even  of  that  of  labor.  It 
has  been  shown,  for  instance,  that, 
while  the  average  wages  in  sawmills  are 
$1.71  in  the  United  States,  and  only 
$1, 41  in  Canada,  the  cost  of  labor  per 
thousand  feet  of  lumber  in  the  latter 
country  is  $1.23  against  91  cents  in  the 
former. 

In  an  article  of  Mr.  Michael  G.  Mtil- 
hall  in  the  North  American  Review  for 
May  it  is  similarly  shown  that,  while  a 
New  England  operative  earned  wages 
averaging  $246  per  annum  in  1850  and 
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$469  in  1S90,  his  labor  was  really 
cheaper  in  the  latter  year  than  in  the 
former,  since  the  product  of  that  labor 
averaged  $1,694  m  l89°  against  $903 
in  1S50. 

The  same  article  contains  the  follow- 
ing comparative  statement  of  the  value 
of  manufactures  produced  per  inhabi- 
tant in  New  England  and  in  four  of  the 
most  important  manufacturing  countries 
of  Europe  :

Germany 63 

Availing  himself  of  the  greater  effi- 
ciency of  the  American  laborer,  due 
principally,  we.  presume,  to  the  employ- 
ment of  improved  machinery,  the  manu- 
facturer in  the  United  States  can,  in 
many  instances,  pay  him  higher  wages 
and  at  the  same  time  make  him  produce 
more  cheaply  than  the  laborer  in  Eu- 
rope. 

Trade  statistics  show  that  many  ar- 
ticles similar  to  those  shipped  to  Europe 
from  the  United  States  are  imported 
from  Europe  into  Brazil.  If  the  Amer- 
ican manufacturer  can  sell  those  articles 
with  a  profit  in  Europe,  it  is  evident 
that  under  these  circumstances  he  ought 
to  be  able  to  make  a  still  larger  profit 
in  this  country,  which  imports  them 
from  Europe. 

Mr.  Harper  says  that,  from  actual 
samples  of  cotton  fabrics  which  have 
been  collected  by  the  Philadelphia  Com- 
mercial Museum  to  the  number  of  over 
40,000,  showing  the  quality,  style  and 
designs  of  goods  exported  during  ten 
years  by  French,  German  and  English 
manufacturers,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
United  States  manufacturers  might 
have  competed  successfully  with  60  7„ 
of  the  total  quantity,  as  has  been  de- 
monstrated by  a  careful  investigation  of 
these  samples  by  many  prominent  cotton 
manufacturers  in  the  United  States. 
Their  failure  to  do  so,  which  Mr, 
Harper  attributes  to  their  lack  of  effort 
to  place  their  goods  on  foreign  markets, 
caused  them  to  lose  in  the  Brazi- 
lian trade  alone  sales  amounting  to 
$120,000,000. 

It  must  not  be  supposed,  however, 
that  there  are  no  obstacles  to  the  rapid 
development  of  commercial  relations 
between  Brazil  and  the  United  States. 
We  are  convinced,  on  the  contrary,  that 
every  one  who  has  a  practical  knowledge 
of  the  situation  will  agree  with  us  in 
thinkiug  that,  in  consequence  of  many 
circumstances  of  which  the  outsider 
can  form  no  adequate  conception,  Amer- 
ican manufacturers,  in  attempting  to 
enlarge  their  present  trade  with  Brazil- 
will  meet  formidable  obstacles, 

But  we  are  also  convinced  that,  in 
view  of  what  we  have  pointed  out  in 
regard  to  the  ability  of  American  manu- 
facturers to  compete  with  those  of 
Europe,  these  obstacles  are  such  as  can 
be  removed  by  means  of  earnest,  vigo- 
rous, judicious,  persistent  and  syste- 
matic effort.

77//;  WAR  IN  BAHIA 

Col.  Serra  Martins,  who  has  returned  from 
Bahia,  called  on  Saturday  at  Priburgo  Pa- 
lace, where  he  was  cordially  received  by  the 
president  of  the  republic  and  was  heartily 
embraced  by  General  Cantuaria,  acting  mi- 
nister of  war,  who  made  his  appearance  at 
the  .palace   during  the  interview. 

The  president  placed  his  carriage  and  major- 
domo  at  the  colonel's  disposal  and  sent 
him  to  his  own  physician,  Barao  de  Pedro 
Affonso,  who  gave  the  colonel  the  gratifying 
assurance  that  the  wound  which  he  recei- 
ved in  Bahia  is   not  very   dangerous. 

The  colonel  is  reported  to  have  informed 
the  president  that  he  has  never  yet  seen 
one  of  the  fanatics,  though  he  has  good 
reason  to  believe  in  their  existence.  He  is 
also  reported  to  have  said  that  the  govern- 
ment troops  inmrdcr  the  prisoners  that  fall 
into  their  hands.  We  have  sufficient  con- 
fidence in  the  president's  humanity  to  believe 
that  he  will  put  a  stop  to  such  barbarous 
conduct  and  take  steps  for  causing  to  be 
punished  officers  and  soldiers  who  are  guilty 
of  it  or  are  in  any  way   responsible. 

Col.  Carlos  Telles,  who  is  at  Bahia,  is  stated 
to  have  said  that  there  were  only  600  fanatics 
at  Canudos  when  the  government  troops 
arrived  in  the  vicinity  of  that  place.  Other 
officers  are  reported  to  have  said  that,  if 
Antonio  Couselheiro  had  had  1.500  men,  not 
a    soldier  would  have  returned  to  Bahia. 

The  4U1  battalion  of  infantry  arrived  here 
on  Saturday  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  en 
route  for  Bahia.  Notwithstanding  the  su- 
perabundance of  army  officers  the  major 
commanding  is  only  regimental  officer  of 
this  battalion,  which  moreover  has  no  com- 
pany officers  except  n  ensigns,  of  whom 
three  have  reported  themselves  unfit  for  duly. 

Col.  Telles  does  not  seem  to  have  left  Gen. 
Arthur  Oscar's  encampment  on  account  of 
his  wound,  which,  according  to  a  telagram 
which  he  is  said  to  have  addressed  to  a 
friend  at  Bage,.  had  already  healed. 

Arthur  Oscar  is  reported  to  have  bet  Maj, 
Cunha  Mattos,  before  leaving  Monte  Santo, 
that  he  would  take  Canudos  without  firing 
a  shot. 

Telles  seems  to  think  that  the  only  impro- 
ved we  apons  that  the  fanatics  liave  are  those 
they   have     captured  from    Moreira    Cesar, 

No  change  in  the  situation  at  Canudos  is 
reported.  The  bombardment  is  said  to  conti- 
nue while  Arthur  Oscar  is  awaiting  reinfor- 
cements. The  daily  losses,  in  killed  and  wound- 
ed, of  the  government  troops,  caused  by  the 
sharpshooters  of  the  fanatics,  are  stated  to 
vary   from    one  to  twenty. 

There  are  prayers  for  peace  to  day  at  the 
Largo  do  Machado  church.
